Albertan: Back from tha southern 
oilfields where he baa been hMtalliog 
the drill, Ira B. Begun Mm OsHfcrnU 
oil expert, who will bam charge of the 
development work on the NoDougall- 
Segur Exploration Company's hold¬ 
ings south-west of Okotoks, reached 
Calgary on Friday, bringing with him 
three sample bott les of crude oil which 
be says ie the best crude oil obtainable j 
anywhere on the continent. 

Although the samples Were not,tak¬ 
en from the McDougalltSegur hold¬ 
ings, but from land 1 near them, Mr. 
Segur states that their own land will 
produce the oil. _*/ 

“These samples were taken from 
seepages,” he said, “and if 1 am light 
in my deductions this place tfhere we 
are now drilling should find us strik¬ 
ing oil within ninety day*’ As yel we 
-have only started, but the indications 
are good and we should be bringing 
oil to Oaigary within the next six or 
nine months, or else refining it on the 
ground.” 

Id is also learned that a number of 
British Columbia capitalists headed by 
Sir Charles Hibbert Tapper, have tak¬ 
en oil rights on land near the Segur 
strike. For years past Sir Charles 
Tuppei has owned land In the vicinity 
of the Segura Held, and expert geolo¬ 
gists have been looking over the prop¬ 
erty since the Segur discovery was 
made.

President's Address at Opening .of 

British Association for Advance¬ 
ment of Science 

Dunde?, Scotland.—The most'lnter; 
esting feature of the opening session 
of the'British Association for the Ad¬ 
vancement of Science was the presi¬ 
dential address this evening, of Prof. 
E. A. Schaefer of Edinburgh -Uni¬ 
versity, which dealt with the nature, 
origin and maintenance of life. Dur¬ 
ing the course of bis address he said:

brought about by ordinary chemical 
and physical .forces. 

Speaking of the properties of 
growth and reproduction, he declared." 

They are possessed not alone by 
living bodies, for .Inorganic crystals 
grow anl .multiply and reproduce 
their like given a supply of requi¬ 
site substance. : ’ v 

Further be said: 

It hgB been proved that we can no 
longer consider such an apparently 
vital phenomenon as the. fertilisation, 
of the egg as being' the result of liv¬ 
ing material brought to It, since It 
is possible to start the process of 
division of the cell in the egg and the 
resulting formation of cells and ulti¬ 
mately of all t.he. tissues and organs. 
Ip short to brtug about the develop¬ 
ment of the whole body, if a simple 
chemical reaction Is submitted for the 
male element In the process of fer¬ 
tilization. We may even hope some 
day to see the material which com 
poses the nucleus of cell life prepared 
by the combination of the proper 
subetances. 

In summing up his remarks, he said 
that research seems to point to the 
conclusion that the possibility of the 
production of life—that is of living 
material—is not so remote as has 
been generally assumed.

NOT ENOUGH PRODUCED IN CAN 
ADA F0R DEMAND 


Three Million Pounds Purchased last 

Winter in United States and New 

Zealand—Outlook for Dairying It 

Exceedingly Good, and Farmere 

Should Increase Production. 

Ottawa.—The department of Agri¬ 
culture has made public the report of 
J. A. Huddlek, the dairy aud coid 
storage commissioner, for the year 
ending March 31, 1813. Mr. Hud¬ 
dled, In the course of his Nummary 
of the features of the year, makes 
some interesting remarks on the sub¬ 
ject of the home market. 

After noting that the unfavorable 
wedoter ot lull caused a, shortage of 
butter and cheese, Mr. Ituddick says: 

"It became apparent early in the 
winter that the stock ot stored butter 
In Canada, plus the winter produc¬ 
tion, would be insufficient to supply 
the demand until the new season’s out¬ 
put would be available. As a' result 
a large quantity of butter was impos¬ 
ed, principally from New Zealand, the 
total quantity, cqveripg from that win¬ 
ter down to date, March 31, being 
'2,139,944 pounds. 

There has also been Imported dur¬ 
ing the year 929,3;8 pounds from the 
United States. 

In explanation of this, Mr. Rud- 
dick says that the freight and duty, i 
8 cents per pound, on freshly made 
butter from New Zealand amounts to 
about the same as the cost of carry¬ 
ing Canad'an butter from summer to 
March. Canada, he says, does not 
produce enough butter during the 
winter for her current demands and 
must either hold some summer butter 
in storage or Import from the south¬ 
ern hemisphere. . — 

It is no; unlikely, he says, that the 
Pacific coast, at any rate, will con¬ 
tinue for some years as In the past, 
to secure partial supplies from Aus¬ 
tralia. 

Dealing with the export market he 

•ays: 

Germany continues to grow in im¬ 
portance of International trade in 
dairy produce, every year importing 
larger quantities, of butter. It would 
appear that on the whole the world’s 
consumption of dairy products is In¬ 
creasing rather faster than produc¬ 
tion and that reserve stocks are light¬ 
er at the present moment than .they 
have been for many years'. 

The outlook for'dairying at present 
is exceedingly good and there Is every 
enoouragetnent frdm .the market 
point of view for Canadian farmers 
to Increase their production. 

Dealing with the home trade, Mr.

Winnipeg. August 28.—The leading 
teature an. importance in connection 
with the worm s wneat situation dur¬ 
ing the past week has been the contin¬ 
uation of very weL and untavoraDle 
weatner in England aim western tsur- 
ope, aud snowery weather over tue 
most part ot our Canadian West- ana 
In parts ot the United States spring 
wheat country. In Western Europe 
including tne UuiietJ Kuiguoiii, tins 
uufavorab.e weather has lasted ^ltn 
only slignt intermission for nearly 
six weeks and must have done a good 
deal of damage to the quality ot the 
grain crops, at a time when, steady 
good weather has been needed for har¬ 
vest work. Whether the quality of 
grain yet to be secured will be great¬ 
ly dimlnisned troffi what' it -might 
havd"been will probably depend on 
whether an immediate’and lasting re¬ 
turn to favorable weather takes place 
or not. In the meantime Liverpool' 
prices have advanced 2%c to 3%c per 
bus. ou the week, and such markets 
as Paris, Antwerp and Berlin are all 
higher. On this side of the water 
the showery weather over thg spring 
wheat country cannot be said to have 
done m'uch damage to crops either as 
to quality or quantity, but the delay 
in getting , ahead with the cutting of 
our Canadian crop, and in threshing 
the spring wheat. In the Dakotas and 
Minnesota, where jnost of It Is al¬ 
ready cut and a good deal of it stack¬ 
ed, delays, the movement oil the 
American side, and leaves an indefi¬ 
niteness about the time when our 
Canadian crop may be ready to move 
freely, and the risk as to ultimate 
quality which keeps the Winnipeg 
market at least affected by the sit¬ 
uation more than any other, doubt¬ 
less because the American spring 
wheat is in a largo measure secured, 
and only awaits settled weather for 
threshing to go ahead! The United 
States^ spring wheat is practically all 
out of'the reach of frost damage, but 
probably four-fifths of our Canadian 
crop may still be at the risk of frost. 
Owing to the showery weather and 
lower temperature of the last three 
days them have been fears of light 
frosts over western Canada the last 
two-nights, but fortunately these fears 
hav§ proved groundless as there have 
been no frost, and hopes are now en¬ 
tertained that a critical period having 
been passed safely, the immediate fu¬ 
ture may experience more favorable 
weather and harvest progress satis¬ 
factorily. Two or three weeks of 
ordinary dry warm weather would see 
the bulk of the crop In stook and well 
out of haim’s way, and In many dis¬ 
tricts threshing would be fairly well 
begun in that time. ’We know of 
two cars of new wheat having come 
along. The first was from Southern 
Alberta and graded No. 2 Alberta 
Red Winter, the" other came from 
Southern'Manitoba and was tough 
having been threshed too soon, other¬ 
wise the grade was No. 2 Northern. 
With 'Steady dry weather nlimerotis 
care of new wheat would begin at 
once to come along, but tinder the 
most favorabte.conditions a free move¬ 
ment could not begin until after the 
middle of September, It all depends on 
the weather, but we would repeat what 
we stated In our last week’s review, 
viz.: that the prospect Is good for a 
full average yield of milling wheat of 
high average quality.

Tearing Card*. 

To tear a pack of cards in two ia 
regarded by some as a marvelous feat- 
of strength, and yet the trick is pos¬ 
sible to any one .with fairlv stropg 
fingers! The secret of the. trick ties 
in the fact that the entire pack is not. 
torn-at once, but in pretending to get 
a grip on the pack the strong man 
so manipulates the card* that they 
overlap. In thi* way but a single card 
is torn at a time, and once the sur¬ 
face is torn the rest is easy. To any 
one who can hold a pack of cards firm¬ 
ly the trick is fairly easy, and, while 
in olden times a single pack of cards 
was considered to be the limit of 
strength, many of our strong men tear 
three and four packs at a time. The 
cards are restored to their original 
form before being given out for exam¬ 
ination, and so the** trick escapes de¬ 
tection. 


Energetic Mr. Borden. 

A notable characteristic of Mr. Bor¬ 
den is his stupendous energy.

His quiet nonchalance had the- 
desired effect, and his speech was af¬ 
terwards listened to in silence by an 
appreciative audience. 

— Another side to the character of the 
Canadian Premier is his passion for 
literature. He loves poetry—incident¬ 
ally it might be mentioned that he 
wae born, in 1864. at Grand Tre, the 
scene of Longfellow’s best-known and 
most popular poem, "Evangsline"— 
and, possessing a prodigious memory,, 
can rbpeat many of the longest poems. 
Once while traveling he quoted onu 
hundred lines of Latin verse. Mr. 
Borden is also passionately fend of 
sport. He plays golf and cricket, 
and is a keen fisherman.

What Clover Will Do. 

A Canadian bulletin issued last 
year contains details of an interesting 
experiment in the growing of clover 
for the distinct purpose of Increasing 
the nitrogen content in a tract of land. 
Clover was' grown on this tract con¬ 
tinuously for a nine-year period. The 
ground was dug over every second 
year and the plot reseeded,'the hay 
that was out each season being allow¬ 
ed to rot on the ground. Tha soil war 
analyzed at tha beginnings of the ex¬ 
periment and at intervals later. At 
the end of nine years it was found 
that each acre of soil to a depth ol 
four inches contained 472 pound* 
more nitrates than at the beginning, 
worth on an average $9 36 per acre 
each vear, or $84.96 for the nine yeaf 
period. If this clover had been fed to 
stock instead of being allowed to rot 
it is admitted that nearly as large aa 
amount of nitrogen would have beeir 
contributed to the soil. '

A sort of rkull cap was made of dress-’ 
ed deerskin, with a flap hanging ba-| 
ond; a border of folded ekin about the , 
edge formed the foundation of - the 
crown of golden eagle feathers, which i 
ware fastened so as to stand upright 
a bon f the wearer's head. Each one 
of these feathers stood for a man; 
the tip of hair fastened to the feath-1 
ere and painted red. represented the 
man's scalplock. Before a feather 
could be fastened on the bonnet a 
mgn must count his honors which en¬ 
titled him to wear the feather, and en- 
abled him to prepare the feather for 
use in decorating the war bonnet. 

When a warrior counted Mis honors, 
he held.up the feather which was to 
represent them, saying: In such a bat¬

Out in Western Kansas one still 
frequently sees an aid plafri'itnan drive" 
lalo town covered "with" *'buffalo over¬ 
coat or a,buffalo-: laprobeln the win¬ 
ter time .

No Well -egulated faultily on an "East¬ 
ern farm was Without one. -u They 
were not only very warm- but reason¬ 
able In price. -.- -. ; 

It waB the Kaw Indians who first 
marketed’buffalo robes. Later manu¬ 
facturers, seeing the vast profit In 
them, made them by the thousands 
ar.d rupplied the world. But the 
manufactured or patent tanned robes 
didn’t last as long as the robes tanned 
by the Indians. In fact. It Is said 
that the robes now In service were 
those tanned by these Indians many 
years before the white men began to 
tan them. 

The Indian women did the tanning. 
They fastened -the green hides to a 
set of frames just?" like grandmother 
used to fasten her quills to, when she 
made them. The squaws would then 
take a blunt Instrument, resembling 
a hoe, and work off all the flesh and 
membrane from the hide. 

They called It fleshing. Then 
they would rub the skin for several 
days with a heavy, smooth surfaced 
club until all the grease had been 
driven out of the hide. They used 
no chemicals at all in tanning. Only 
hides from buffaloes killed late in the 
winter were used in making robes, as 
the fur was then heaviest. 

Before the Raws’ threw the robes 
on the market’they used them In mak¬ 
ing moccasins and winter clothing, al¬ 
so for covering their Jtepees. But 
when a market was established for 
them and the Indians could g$£ real 
"money, or real food or real whisky for 
them, buffalo tepees soon disappeared 
from ths 'eservatlon.
